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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME  : 

(a)  General  Two  District  Nurses  are  maintained  by  the 
Nursing  .Association.  The  Council  have  no  part  in  this  provision 
either  directly  or  indirectly.  Patients  are  attended  by  the  Nurses 
at  the  request  of  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Practitioner 
in  attendance. 

(b)  Infectious  When  necessary  to  secure  efficient  isolation 
of  the  patient  at  home  the  Council  provides  a  general  help  but  not  a 
trained  nurse.  This  course  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  in  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Enteric  Fever.  The  District  Nurses  attend  cases 
of  Enteric  Fever,  Pihisis,  Puerperal  Fever  and  Influenza  when  request¬ 
ed  to  do  so.  There  i*  no  special  provision  for  nursing  cases  of  Broncho 
Pneumonia  following  Measles 

Midwives.  There  are  Six  Midwives  in  practice,  five  are 
trained  and  one  untrained,  The  County  Council  is  the  supervising 
authority. 


National  Health  Insurance,  The  work  of  the  Council  is 
not  related  to  or  administered  in  co-operation  with  this  service.

Ashfield  in  any  of  the  above  named  institutions. 


MATERNITY  CASES.--  One  bed  in  Manslield  Hospital  is  retained 
for  residents  of  Sutton-in- Ashfield  at  an  annual  cost  of  £10-10-0 

Most  of  the  Hospitals  have  ihe  usual  special  departments,  Nray,  Dental 
Ophthalmic,  Massage,  etc,  There  is  no  Out-Patient  department  for  general 
cases  at  Mansfield  Hospital,  but  Out-Patients  are  seen  in  the  Eye  Depart¬ 
ment,  Ear,  Throat  and  Nose  Department,  and  Massage  Department 

The  only  relation  between  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  the  Council  is  a 
financial  one,  The  Council  pay  6/-  a  day  and  a  fee  of  £2-2-0  for  Maternity 
cases,  and  the  recovery  of  this  money  is  not  a  simple  matter.

Most  of  the  householders  concerned  have  at  least  one  member  of  the 
family  who  is  a  subscriber  to  the  hospital,  and  the  contributions  are  expected 
to  cure  all  treatment  at  the  hospital.  This  is  not  the  case  however  for 
maternity  cases,  and  throat  and  nose  cases  in  children.

ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC,--  There  were  358  attendances  of  children 
under  five  years,  The  cost  to  the  Council  wss  £44-15-0,  In  one  case  an  arm 
splint  was  provided  at  a  cost  Of  18/6 

One  child  was  admitted  to  Harlow  Wood  Hospital  in  October  for  Opera- 
tion  on  Webbed  Fingers  of  right  hand.  She  was  still  in  hospital  on  Dec.  31«t 
and  the  cost  of  treatment  to  that  date  was  £26-5-0,  of  which  5/-  had  been 
recovered  from  the  parents 

maternity  &  child  welfare  centre, ~ 

The  work  here  was  made  more  difficult  than  ever  by  the  drastic  alter¬ 
ation.  of  our  Centre  which  were  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  who  own 
the  premises  The  weighing  room  has  been  considerably  reduced  in  size  and 
its  source  of  heat -an  open  coal  stove-gives  a  degree  of  heat  which  is  not 
easily  controlled  and  frequently  provides  an  unwelcome  and  offensive  smoke 
screen.  As  the  alterations  were  commenced  without  any  notice  whatever, 
the  Clinic  had  to  be  hurriedly  transferred  to  the  Council  Offices  where  eight 

sessions  were  held.  The  unsuitable  accommodation  there  made  the  usual 
routine  of  the  Clinic  impossible. 


The  number  of  rooms  at  the  Centre  remain  unchanged— waiting  room, 
weighing  room,  consulting  room.  If  the  work  is  to  be  continuel  satisfactorily,’ 
it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  larger  premises  where  both  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  and  Ante  Natal  Clinic  could  be  held. 
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Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Miss  Steele,  all  the  duties  of  the  Health 
Visitors  had  to  he  carried  out  by  Miss  Fox  alone  during  November  and 
December,  the  post  was  advertised  at  a  salary  below  the  minimum  scale  of 
the  College  of  Nursing. 

We  must  record  our  appreciation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  work  was 
carried  on  by  Miss  Fox  during  the  two  mouths  she  was  without  assistance. 


ANTE  NATAL  CLINIC:--  The  Clinic  was  opened  on  February  10th 
and  proved  an  immediate  success.  The  accommodation  which  was  consider¬ 
ed  sufficient  for  the  hist  few  years  of  the  clinic  proved  hopelessly  inadequate, 
The  waiting  room  is  so  small  as  to  be  seriously  overcrowded  when  the  average 
number  of  patients  attend  the  clinic.  There  is  no  opportunity  of  showing 
clothes,  etc.  to  the  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor’s  room  is  divided  by  a 
curtain  to  provide  an  examination  room  and  undressing  cubicle.  Thi-»  does 
not  give  the  desirable  privacy  to  each  case. 

We  are  particularly  fortunate  in  having  a  consultant  obstetric  Surgeon 
and  gynaecologist  as  Medical  Officer. 

The  clinic  has  been  well  suppoi ted  by  the  Medical  Prac!  itioners  in  the 
town  and  by  the  midwives.  Two  cases  referred  to  hospital  required  Caesarean 
Section  which  was  performed  by  Mr.  Malkin 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  other  eight  Maternity  cases  were  sent  in  to 
Mansfield  Hospital  as  emergencies,  but  none  of  them  had  previously 
attended  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic. 

The  cost  of  treatment  for  all  nine  cases  was  £71-14-0  and  the  average 
stay  in  hospital  19.5  days.

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REMARKS.  . 

The  low  figures  recorded  under  the  heads  of  Oxygen  absorbed, 
Ammonical  and  Albuminoid  Nitrogen  show  the  water  to  be  of  a  high 
degree  of  organic  purity.  In  addition  presumptive  coli  organigms  are 
absent  in  50  cubic  centimetres. 

The  water  is  of  medium  hardness,  and  in  my  opinion  the  supply 
is  an  ideal  one. 

The  supply  is  ^sufficient  for  the  population  served,  Three  other 
districts,  Skegby,  Huthwaite  &  Blackwell  are  at  present  supplied,  but 
it  is  hoped  they  will  shortly  have  another  source  available.  At  present 

those  area*  use  approximately  one-third  of  the  total  water  pumped  from 
the  works  at  Rush  ley. 

RIVERS  STREAMS  : —  The  River  Pollution  Act  is  admin¬ 
istered  by  the  County  Council 

.DRAINAGE  tfc  SEWERAGE: —  The  existing  sewers  are  very 
obviously  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  volume  of  sew.ge  they  have  to 
carry.  The  resu.t  is  that  we  frequently  have  complaints  o’  sewage  bein» 
Weed  up  into  gardens  yards  and  cellars.  In  addition,  two  streams  in 
the  aiea  are  frequently  polluted  by  overflow  from  the  sewers,  before  the 
volume  of  sewage  becomes  six  times  the  dry  weather  flow. 

Ttie  sewers  were  extended  to  serve  167  new  houses. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

A  small  Pumping  Plant  has  been  erected  at  Rookery  Lane  to  deal 
with  the  sewage  from  a  Housing  Sit*  and  comprises  a  Pump  House 
complete  with  two  sets  of  Centrifugal  Pumps  and  Motors. 

I  he  pumps  are  automatically  operated,  and  the  sewage  which  first 
gravitates  to  a  pump-well,  is  then  lifted  through  a  4  inch  cast  iron 
rising  main,  (approx.  470  yards  long)  into  the  Alfreton  Road  Sewer. 
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T^^4.t  the  Main  Sewage  Disposal  Works  two  new  rectangular  Humus 
Tanks,  haying  a  capacity  of  87,000  gallons  have  been  constructed

SCAVENGING: —  The  collection  of  refuse  is  becoming  more 
efficient  The  Motor  Veh’clesin  uwe  ar*  of  a  more  satisfactory  type  and 
their  covers  are  generally  used 

The  Daleitorth  Brick  Yard  Site  was  purchased  for  tipping.  The 
water  in  this  site  is  being  pumped  off.  An  extension  of  the  Charnwood 
site  was  decided  on.  The  former  should  last  for  about  3  years,  and  the 
latter  about  30  years.  The  controlled  system  of  tipping  was  introduced 
and  two  of  the  men  employed  were  sent  to  Bradford  for  a  week  to  be 
instructed  in  the  proper  method.  The  Sanitirr  Inspector  was  appoint¬ 
ed  to  be  in  charge  of  the  t:ps,  and  in  spite  of  ois  innumerable  other 
duties  which  makes  it  impossible  to  visit  the  site  as  often  as  considered 
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necessary,  he  has  improved  our  tips  almost  beyond  recognition,  Theve 
are  no  rats  or  flies  and  no  trouble  with  fire.  Rag  pickers  have  dis¬ 
appeared. 

There  are  still  fa;  too  many  ashpits,  though  wherever  possible, 
owners  are  persuaded  to  substitute  ash  bins.  The  doors  of  most  ashpits 
have  a  short  life  and  when  replaced  speedily  disappear  with  the  result 
that  small  children  frequently  use  the  exposed  heap  of  refuse  as  a  play¬ 
ground.  Flies  are  encouraged  and  domestic  animals  help  to  scatter  the 
refuse  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  ashpits

(b)  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

1.  General  Observation  as  to  Housing  Conditions 


(a)  The  most  prevalent  types  are  four  or  li  ve  apartment  homes 
built  in  rows  with  a  common  entry  for  about  each  six  houses.  These  repre¬ 
sent  about  60  per  cent  of  the  total  homes.  The  general  condi  tion  of  the  wal  Is 
roofs,  etc.  is  fairly  good.  Many  are  danip---chieli}  owing  to  lack  of  proper 
damp  proof  course.  The  great  majority  have  pail  closets  and  are  without  a 
bath.  No  proper  facilities  for  the  storage  of  food.  Stairs  generally  badly 
lighted  and  ventilated.  Most  of  these  have  been  built  within  the  iast  50 
years. 


(b)  Old  brick  or  stone  houses— about  10  per  cent  of  total.  Mostly  damp, 
badly  ligh  ed  and  ventilated.  Some  without  internal  water  supply 
Many  in  delapidated  condition.  These  houses  will  be  dealt  with 
under  the  1930  Housing  Act.  These  were  mostly  erected  70  or  more 
years  ago, 
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(e)  Houbing  Schemes  erected  by  the  Council-about  10  per  cent  of 
total  Four  and  P'ive  apartment  types.  A  great  improvement  in  the 
general  type  in  most  respects.  There  has  been  some  trouble  with 
dampness---said  to  be  due  to  plaster  falling  between  the  bricks  of 
cavity  walls,  rain  getting  in  under  doors  and  casements  of  windows 
Larder  accommodation  could  be  increased  with  benefit.  Number 
582  (anout  10  per  cent  of  total  houses).  These  have  been  erected 
from  1916  onwards. 

(d)  Similar  houses  to  (c)  erected  bJ  private  enterprise.  About  8  per 
cent  of  total  houses. 

(e)  Shops  with  living  rooms  and  houses  used  as  shops.  About  5  per 
cent  of  total  houses. 

(f)  Large  Private  houses.  A1  ont  5  per  cent  of  total. 

(g)  Railway  Carriages  and  Caravans.  About  1  per  cent  of  total. 
Their  uusuitabiity  as  permanent  dwellings  is  obvious. 

Subsidence  caused  by  colliery  workings  have  made  a  certain  number  of 
houses  unsafe.  Some  have  had  to  be  demolished.  * 


2.  Sufficiency  of  supply  of  Houses. 

(a)  Extent  of  Shortage.  The  waiting  list  for  Counci  houses  was  828 
at  the  end  of  November  1930.  There  are  150  houses  being  built 
at  present. 

(  b)  There  has  been  no  important  change  in  population  during  1930. 

(c)  The  dangers  of  subsidence  from  underground  workings  mak€some 
areas  unsuitable  as  housing  sites.  However,  there  are  sufficient 
suitable  sites  available 

3.  Overcrowding. 

(a)  Extent :  No  figures  are  available.  There  is  no  fixed  standard  for 
Private  houses.  One  is  suggested  in  the  New  Housing  Act,  but 
this  is  only  for  improve  *.ent  areas. 

(b)  Causes  :  We  feel  the  overcrowding  is  not  largely  due  to  inability 
to  pay  rents  of  avaiiabe  houses.  In  some  ea-^es  reuts  of  overcrowd¬ 
ed  houses  are  higher  than  those  of  tue  new  Council  houses.  >ome 
families  would  be  still  overcrowded  even  if  provided  with  a  Council 
house.  Some  of  it  is  due  to  the  acute  housing  shortage,  which 
compels  two  or  more  families  to  live  in  one  house.  Until  the 
shortage  is  adequately  dealt  with  we  cannot  reasonably  assess 

o^cro  wding. 

« 

(c)  Several  families  from  overcrowded  houses  were  accommodated  in 
Council  houses  during  1930.  The  erection  of  92  new  houses  during 
tile  year  and  a  resolution  to  ercet  156  more  during  1931  were  cal¬ 
culated  to  relieve  part  of  the  overcrowding. 
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The  recorded  deaths  show  19  deaths  from  Pulmonary  TubrjSfc  jlosis 
All  fatal  cases  had  been  previously  notified. 

During  1930  twenty-five  cases  were  admitted  to  Ransom  Sanatorium. 


4-  Fitness  of  Houses. 


(a).  In  some  instances  unfit  houses  could  not  be  closed  on  account 
of  lack  of  accommodation.  In  one  proposed  clearance  area  one  house 
hsd  13  occupants  and  four  had  one  occupant)  only.  The  provision  of 
houses  suitable  for  th*se  people  presented  some  difficulty.  It  was  sug. 
gested  that  two  houses  might  be  made  into  one  for  the  13  occupants. 
The  other  problem  was  to  solve  it  self.

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5.  UNHEALTHY  AREAS.  ^ 

A  general  inspection  of  the  district  revealed  528  houses  requiring 
demolition.  A  few  of  them  cannot  be  dealt  with  under  the  1930  Housing 
Act  as  they  have  already  been  purchased  for  imprveoment  schemes.  The 
Council  decided  to  deal  with  400  houses  in  5  years.

7.  The  carrying  out  of  schemes  under  the  1930  ticusing  Act  is  not 
going  to  be  so  speedy  as  was  anticipated. 


JSTo  1-500  Maps  of  recent  date  are  available — these  are  now  in 
course  of  preparation.  This  is  not  so  simple  a  matter  as  might  be  ex¬ 
pected  as  the  original  boundaries  of  very  old  properties  have  vanished 
and  it  is  exiremely  difficult  to  find  where  the  actual  boundaries  should 
be.  Even  in  tracing  ownership  of  old  property,  considerable  time  is 
lost  owing  to  the  property  having  changed  hands  frequently. 


It  was  found  that  an  area  of  nine  house.,  all  belonging  to  one  owner 
but  arranged  in  two  groups  of  5  &  4  respectively,  would  have  to  be  dealt 
with  in  two  orders  as  the  blocks  were  separated  by  about,  4  yds 


It  would  be  of  grea  advantage  if  people  suffering  or  recov*  ring  from 
tuberculosis  could  have  some  preference  for  Council  houses.  The  danger 
of  infection  to  otl  ers  would (be  minimised  and  the  prospect  of  the  path  in’s 
recovery  improved.  At  present  some  of  these  patie/  ts  derive  benefit 
from  Sanatorium  treatment  but  have  little  or  no  chance  of  maintaining 
the  improvement  on  returning  home.  In  a  few  instances  houses  have 
been  found  for  such  cases.

One  Milk  Beast  at  a  farm  in  the  area  was  found  to  be  tuberculous.  The 
animal  was  slaughtered  and  the  carcase  destroyed. 

Twrenty-one  carcases,  or  animals,  sent  in  by  other  Authorities  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  1925  were  dealt  with  and  in  every  case  supervised,  so  as  to 
prevent  any  portion  being  used  for  food. 

'three  other  carcases  from  other  Authorities,  not  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  Were  also  disposed  of  satisfactorily. 

A  great  deal  of  time  is  taken  with  the  inspection  of  butchers’  meat  at  the 
time  of  slaughter  whenever  possible.  At  our  weekly  markets,  meat  is  brought 
in  by  the  butchers  which  has  been  slaughtered  outside  the  district.  This 
being  without  the  organs  and  offals  adds  to  the  difficulty  of  inspection. 

One  butcher  on  the  market  was  prosecuted  and  convicted  for  offering  for 
sale  meat  which  was  unlit  for  human  food.  He  was  prohibited  from  using  the 
market  stall.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  Other  Diseases. 

There  are  still  no  reasonable  provisions  for  the  removal  of  infectious  cases 
to  hospital.  Cases  occurring  in  Harlow  Wood  Hospital  have  had  to  be  sent 
to  their  own  homes  or  to  the  Infection  Hospital  provided  by  the  local  authority 
of  their  own  area.  For  tins  purpose  an  infectious  disease  ambulance  has  to 
be  hired,  generally  from  Mansfield.  A  suitable  Isolation  Hospital  would  be  a 
great  advantage  to  this  area. 
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SMALLPOX  : —  There  were  13  cases  of  Smallpox  during  1930.  Twelvewver® 
directly  or  indirectly  related  to  the  outbreak  in  Huthwaite  and  one  was  a  cop- 
tact  from  a  case  in  Skegby.  The  cases  occurred  as  follows  May  Two,  June 
One,  July  Fire,  August  Five.  Ten  were  unvaccinated.  One  adult,  aged  49, 
had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy  only.  Two  were  vaccinated  as  contacts  and 
developed  the  Smal  pox  rash  nine  and  thirteen  days  respectively  after  vaccin¬ 
ation.  In  both  cases  the  vaccination  took  well  in  one  in»ertion  and  in  one 
case  there  was  a  fairly  severe  reaction  with  sickness  and  painful  swelling  of 
the  arm.  Doth  cases  were  unvaccinated  girls  of  15  and  19  years  of  age.  The 
actual  smallpox  rash  was  more  marked  in  those  cases  than  in  any  of  the  others 
Clinically  the  type  was  extremely  mild  in  all  cases.  All  cases  were  removed 
to  hospital  and  disinfection  carried  out.  Vaccination  or  re-vaccination  was 
strongly  advocated,  but  in  two  of  the  cases  consent  was  not  obtained  until 
too  late  as  shown  by  the  development  of  smallpox. 

The  average  stay  in  hospital  was  34.27  days,  the  average  cost  per  case 
£21-ll-8f. 

Two  primary  vaccinations  and  two  re  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the 
Medical  Oflicer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention) 
Regulations  1917. 

DIPHTHERIA:--  There  were  more  cases  than  usual.  The  greatsst  incid¬ 
ence  was  in  May  (5  cases),  but  the  cases  occurred  throughout  the  year.  In  one 
case  tracheotomy  was  necessary.  This  was  performed  m  the  patient’s  home 
by  Dr.  Crooks  of  Nottingham,  and  the  fee  of  £7-7-0  was  paid  by  the  Council. 
The  cliilds  life  was  saved  by  the  operation. 

Anti-toxin  is  available  free  of  charge  for  any  c  ue  of  diphtheria.  The  cost  of 
Anti-toxin  used  during  1930  was  £  17- 1 2-0. 

21  Throat  Swabs  were  examined  at  Manslield  Liboratory  at  a  cost  of  £3-3-0 

The  Schick  Test  has  not  been  used. 

SCARLET  FEVER  Cases  occurred  throughout  the  year.  There  was  a 
small  epidemic  in  Spring  with  the  greatest  incidence  in  March  (14  cases)  and 
a  more  extensive  epidemic  in  Autumn  and  Winter  with  increasing  incidence 
from  August  (2  cases)  to  December  (23  cases). 
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In  two  instance*  it  was  necessary  to  provide  nursing  help  in  order  to 
maintain  efficient  isolation  of  the  patients.  The  total  co*t  was  £5-7-3j.

During  1930  twenty-five  cases  were  admitted  to  Hansom  Sanatorium. 
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
